WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


The recent little flurry in tomatoes has caused a whole lot 
of interest all through the market ; and when we consider how 
long and how patiently the whole tomato canning industry has 
waited for this flurry, small though it is, it is easily understood 
that the news was received with joy. 

And what is more to the point, the jobbers seem to have 
come to the realization that this small rise is only the begin- 
ning of an upward movement that will carry canned tomatoes, 
at least of the standard qualities, to figures a great deal higher 
than now rule. Everything connected with the tomato market 
tends to further advance, because the crop prospects are any- 
thing but bright. In the first place the acreage has been gen- 


erally cut from 25 per cent. to 50 per cent., as compared with 


last year’s crop ; and in addition to this a great many tomato 
canners will not start their fires this season. 

The weather has been lending its aid to the dispised tomato 
(market), and buyers now realize that in such rainy, cold wea- 
ther as we have been having for the past month, tomato plants 
will have difficulty in maintaining life at all, and can make no. 
progress. Those plants that the growers were fortunate enough 
to get out into the field have been beaten down by the rains, 
and due to the cold weather have not grown at all; but in many 
sections the growers have not been able to get the plants out into 
the fields, nor to get the fields ready for this transplanting. 
On these if there is a crop reaped it must be quite late, and the 
danger lies in the hot, scorching suns of July and August which 
will burn the plants out of the ground. This is not a picture, 
summoned up by a fit of the ‘‘blues,’’ but the condition which 
tomato canners and buyers now face on this article. 

Of course there are a good many tomatoes still unsold to 
guard against any possible famine of canned tomatoes, but when . 
the jobbers start out to fin! those huge blocks of unsold toma- 
toes in canners’ hands, of which we have heard so much from 
time to time, tbey are liable to find some surprises waiting them. 

We have before referred toa disposition on the parts of 
both jobber and retailer to buy lightly—just sufficient to carry 


: 
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over and cover the pressing needs. This is particularly noticea- 
ble on the part .f the retailers, and it is causing a good deal of 
complaint among all kinds of wholesalers. This condition has 
resulted in the wholesalers having better stocks of many goods, 
and among them canned tomatoes, than would have been the 
case had business been up to the normal during the past three 
months. This again will have an effect upon the tomato mar- 
ket—this time a rather depressing effect—as the orders for to- 
matoes will not be as heavy as they might have been. This is 
being shown now in the many orders coming to hand. They 
are in the main not for large quantities. But the truth has 
leaked out—there are not as many tomatoes on hand as many 
supposed, and the outlook for the coming year’s pack is anything 
but bright. At best the pack of 1910 is likely to be a very light 
one, as compared with that of 1909. 


The weather has been playing havoc with the growing 
corn ; and as corn canners have sold an extraordinary amount 
of futures, the packers are considerably worried. Much seed 
corn has been rotting in the ground, and many fields have had 
to be replanted, and nearly all of them gone over once or twice 
to fillin. If the weather man behaves himself from now on, 
some of this damage may be overcome ; but the trouble will have 
to stop right here, because seed corn is very scarce, and further 
replanting will be impossible. All our crop reports stow that 
the acreage planted to sugar corn this year is much heavier than 
usual. In fact, the corn canning factory has invaded the East- 
ern Shore of Maryland and Delaware to an extent never before 
equalled. There are a large number of corn -canning factories 
in that section this year, where formerly there were but one 
or two. 


From all sections of the country the complaints of bad 
weather and injury to the corn crop are coming in, so that it 
will not be surprising to see this article take on better prices in 
the near future. ; 


The canning season in this City on strawberries and the 
usual articles of early packing has been a short one, and many 
of the factories are now waiting for the arrival of blackberries 
in sufficient quantities to handle. But on all lines the packing 
has been light. Cherries arriving here have been of poor qual- 


ity and in such condition, due to the rainy weather, that the 
fruit would not keep, and as a consequence very few of them 
have been handled. 

The pea canning season in the East has not been as short 
and sharp this year as it was last year; but the wet weather runs 
the plants badly to vines, so that the yield has not been as good 
as might have been expected. The quality however is all that 
could be desired, being tender and sweet. 

New York State will shortly commence on its pea pack in 
earnest but it will take much more sun and warm weather to 
put the crop there in good condition. The acreage from all re- 
ports is about on an average with other years, and indications 
point to a very high quality of product. 

In the canned goods market there is nothing new to report, 
Tomatoes are gaining strength, being now quoted firmly at 
67%%c. to 7oc. for full standards No. 3. Sales at this figure 
have been large and immense blocks of goods, often distributed 
to a number of buyers, are moving forward. 

Prices on new packed peas have but recentiy been named in 
Baltimore. No. 2 standards at 8oc.; sifted 95c.; extra sifted 
$1.15 and petit pois at $1.75 to $2. 

But there are no changes worthy of notice in the market, 
most of what changes are marked, being slight variations, or 
from an effort to move the goods before the advent of the new 
goods. 

In canners’ metals there is nothing to report, cans and 
other commodities of that nature remaining as quoted.

Special Correspondence to ‘‘The Trade’’ 


CHICAGO, June 15, IgIo. 

Weather is Changed.—Sunday was bright and warmer, 
but yet cool. Monday was a typical June day, fully justifying 
straw hats and parasols, bare feet and bathing suits, and vege- 
tation began to take courage and begin to ‘‘hump itself,’’ and 
we may be happy yet. 

Heavy Tomato Buying.—Brokers have been as busy as 
‘‘boys killing snakes’’ during the past week selling canned to- 
matoes. The wholesale grocers have been buying heavily. 
They began buying at 62%c. f.o.b. eastern cannery, and have 
paid as the market advanced all the way up to67%c. In Indi- 
ana goods they bought greedily all lots offered at 75c. f.o.b. 
Chicago, or less, and then stopped, as eastern tomatoes are pre- 
ferred to Indiana pack this season and at equal price, will be 
taken in preference on account of quality. Only ‘‘full stand- 
ards’’ on sample are wanted as the market has no possible use 
for seconds or poor quality tomatoes. 


No. 10 tomatoes have sold very slowly this spring for the 
reason that they have been proportionately higher than the 
No. 3 size. For illustration, a No. 10 can of tomatoes will 
weigh gross about 114 to 116 ounces, while a No. 3 can weighs 
gross 40 ounces, three of the latter size will weigh 120 ounces, 
which is more than the No. rocan weighs. 


If No. 3 tomatoes are sold at 80c. a dozen, three dozen 
would amount to $2.40. A No. 1o or gallon can of good, well 
filled tomatoes could not well be sold for less than $2.50 a dozen, 
and the buyers who use gallon or No. 10 tomatoes are usually 
restaurant or hotel men who carefully weigh and compare 
weights and quotations 

They buy canned goods to use and manufacture into fuod, 
and they carefully figure the costs. They have been buying 
No. 3 tomatoes instead of No. 10 all during the season because 
they were cheaper. 

Canned Goods in No. 10 Cans. —The business in large or 
No. 10 cans of canned food is dying. Such goods in that large 
size have been practically confined for their sale and use to large 
hotels, restaurants and Institutions. 


Now, however, that the hotels have all put in the European 
plan of ordering what you want and paying for what you get, 
the No. ro or gallon can has no show as it is too big and clumsy 
for individual or even small party orders and proprietors of 
cafes have quit using them except for what is known as side 
dishes, which are furnished without charge with meat orders 
and but few restaurants now furnish anything in that way ex- 
cept potatoes. It looks like the No, 10 can was on its way to 
disuse. 


Survival of the Fittest.—I am not a croaker, but am an 
optimist, and am a canned goods man who believes in the desira- 
bility and value of canned goods and their superiority as to 
quality over the garden truck as is exposed for sale in the mar- 
kets or shops under all kinds of unsanitary conditions, but it is 
best to look matters squarely in the face and take action to pre- 
vent the inroads which garden truck is making upon the canned 
goods business. 


All winter long nearly, except in hard freezing weather the 
grocers offer for sale fresh vegetables, giving them a more prom- 
inent and conspicuous position in their stores than they give to 
canned goods. The beets, potatoes, and sweet potatoes, tur- 
nips, carrots, cabbages, and other articles which are carried 
through the winter are mingled and grouped with the oranges, 
lemons, bananas, grapes and other fruits in attractive displays. 
Then when there is the first break in freezing weather or in lo- 
cations where the weather is mild come the early vegetables 
from Bermuda, Florida, Georgia, and Texas, and all portions of 
the South, in crates, boxes and barrels, string beans, asparagus, 
tomatoes, onions, peas, radishes, lettuce, spinach and a great 
variety of early vegetables and the terms at which these supplies 
are sold are reasonable and sometimes very cheap. 

You cannot get the housewife to believe that such goods 
are not superior to canned goods, though you and I know that 
they are inferior in every way; for they are stale, tough, old and 


_ covered with dust, dirt and unwholesomeness, from long trans- 


portation, frequent handling and exposure to all kinds of con- 
tamination. Even in my own kitchen I find a constant and al- 
most uncontrolable tendency to put on my table old, tough, 


green, stringy asparagus, unfit for acow to munch, instead of 
the finest California white, in cans, of which I always keep a 
supply, because the wiry green stuff is ‘‘fresh,’’ and I find be- 
fore me big, stringy, tough, flat, white string beans that would 
choke a rhinoceros, instead of tender, round stringless beans out 
of the cans I keep in my storeroom because they are ‘‘new beans.’’

Canned Goods Exchange Meeting. 

The Canned Goods Exchange of Baltimore held its regular 
monthly meeting on Tuesday of this week, but only a very few 
were in attendance-—eleven, in fact. 

. Secretary W. F. Assau read the minutes of the previous 
meeting and these were approved. Reports were called for from 
the standing Committees without response and a special Com- 
mittee, formed for the purpose of comparing Laws and By-Laws 
of the Exchange was not ready to report. Mr. Orem as Chair- 
man of the Committee having in charge the matter of establish- 
ing a Collection Bureau for the Members of the Exchange read 
a portion of the By-Laws of the Exchange and the amendments 
which he thought would be necessary. Some discussion ensued 
as to whether the subscription to this fund for establishing the 
Collection Bureau should be made compulsory or voluntary. It 
was the general opinion of those present that it should be vol- 
untary. And then what the amount of this yearly subscription 
should be was debated and after some time $15 was suggested. 
A motion to this effect was put and seconded, and duly carried. 
The discussion regarding this matter, however, was of a prelim- 


inary nature and the suggestions made and accepted will be em- 
bodied in the amendments drawn up by Mr. Orem and finally 
voted upon at the July meeting of the Exchange. It isthought 
this Collection Bureau will be of much benefit to all the mem- 
bers and it is believed all will be glad to join without making it 
compulsory. It is alsothought that if the first case brought 
before the Bureau is won and given broad publicity, that the 
Bureau will become an immediate success and very little funds 
will be needed to carry it on. 

Mr. Strasbaugh was asked if his Committee on Standards 
had any report to make and he said that he and some others had 
been successful in securing samples of goods from long dis- 
tances, and that he could report progress. His Committee is 
not quite ready to make a full report but this will be given at 
the July meeting. 

A letter was read from Mr. Frank E. Gorrell, of the 
National Canners’ Association, asking if the Canned Goods 
Exchange would make an effort to determine what the acreage 
of peas, corn and tomatoes amounted toin their territory, and 
how this year’s acreage compared with that of last year. It 
was decided that such information would be invaluable to the 
members as well as the canning industry at large, but it was 
also thought that it was practically impossible to get an accu- 
rate report without great expense and some one to especially 
look after the work. The Chair, therefore, stated that it would 
advise Mr. Gorrell that they were not in a position to get the 
information, and assure him that the members appreciated the 
request, which they did. 

There being no further business a move to adjourn was 
duly seconded and carried. |

others have given less, but no matter what you can afford, do 
that much. Every little bit helps. 

It is not fair or right that any canner should stand by and 
secure the benefits that have been secured by this campaign and 
refuse to give his share. We know there are none who object 
to give, but there are some who question the success of the 
undertaking. This question of success should not be consid- 
ered at all—if every one gives it can’t help but be a success. 
But, on the other hand, if we all wait to see if it is going to be 
a success the Bureau will have no money to make the proper 
fight, and the good that might have been done will have been 
lost forever. Look into this and do as you would have others 
do—send in your subscription. 


Canned Tomatoes. 


Can there be added to tomatoes varying quantities of water, 
the product canned and labeled as tomatoes without coming in 
conflict with both the State and National Laws? The writer 
has maintained that this cannot be done without violating the 
State law. Where water is added to tomatoes and the product 
canned, it can only be legally sold when labeled as ‘‘Tomatoes 
and Water,’’ and under the North Dakota law there must be 
given the percent of water which has been added. 

One might infer from the statements recently made, that 
such things were not done, but a letter published in the Grocery 
World by one of the packers says: 

‘The elimination of slush packing and the proper labeling 
of tomatoes will no doubt go farther towards re-instating this 
all-important industry than any other combination of effort.’’ 

They further say: 

‘‘The packing of slush tomatoes curtails consumption and 
increases the pack.’’ 

It is this kind of stuff that the Department has frequently 
designated as ‘‘slops’’ which have been sold under the designa- 
tion of tomatoes, The North Dakota law specifically states that 
all products shall be truthfully labeled and shall show the true 
grade. The time has come when the practice of adulterating 
tomatoes by the addition of water must be stopped.

Reported by Speci*' «respondent. Market Conditions. 
and Outlook. 


YorRK, June 

Tendency St.:: Upward.—If conditions have changed any 
during the week they have changed in favor of holders. In a 
general way it is safe to say that prices have trended upward 
during the week, leading to direct advancement in some in- 
stances, and promising still further advancement in the near 
future. Buyers have begun to shake off their lethargy and are 
skurrying about the market to obtain such lots as they can be- 
fore the price goes up. Holders are more confident than ever 
and are determined now to hold its prices up tothe limit. Move- 
ment has, perhaps, checked a bit by this change in the situation, 
but apparently there will be nothing serious come of this. The 
markef will remain strong. That much is certain. How much 
it will advance in the future it is impossible to say; but unques- 
tionably it will go up some. So much for the present tendency. 
The situation in various portions of the country is dependent to 
some extent upon crop possibilities, and they are not of the 
best. Consequently it looks as though present conditions would 
remain unchanged until new pack is ready for delivery. 

Tomatoes.—The conditions governing in the market are 
not essentially different from what was reported last week. Most 
holders are 2%c. to 5c. firmer in their views, largely because of 
the impossibility of securing sufficient stock to fill orders on 
some grades. It is, perhaps, a matter of more interest than has 
been allowed in the past that crop conditions have been behind. 
Tomatoes are not yet set in many localities, and while there 
may be a long fall and the ultimate output be as much as usual, 


the fact remains that it will be longer to the delivery of new 
goods and the present available quantity is apparantly insuffi- 
cient to last much longer than the usual time. In other words, 
if conditions remain as they are the market will be swept bare 
of every sort and grade of tomatoes long before the pack is 
ready for delivery. The knowledge of this fact has caused 
holders to become more and more insistent upon obtaining their 
price for all goods sold. It is hard to buy anything in this 
market below 75c. regular terms f. o. b. for full standard Mary- 
land 3s and some holders are still stronger. It looks like a con- 
tinued advance from now to the time the new pack is ready for 
shipment. When that will be can only be conjectured, but it is 
certain that it will be later than usual. 

Corn.—One of the most valuable commodities in the canned 
goods list. All through New York state the crop is at a stand- 
still, where it has been planted at all. In Maine little or 
none has been put in the ground and the same observation ap- 


plies to Vermont. Where a week or so ago there was little or 


no demand for Maine stock now it is difficult to obtain sufficient 
to fill urgent orders. New York stock is variously held, but in 
all instances the tendency is upward and 8oc. can be done easily 
for standards f. o. b. shipping point. There is apparently little 
enough to satisfy demands at that figure, while all lower priced 
goods have disappeard. So far as the crop is concerned it is ap- 
parently not yet planted, or if it has been the weather has been 
so bad it has to be planted over. Frosts and cold rains, with 
flurries of snow and ice on standing water have been the accom- 
paniments of the comet in some of the Western counties of New 
York state. It is not difficult t» predict the result of this con- 
dition upon the corn market next year. 

Peas.—Even though conditions appeared favorable for the 
pea output, the continued cool weather has encouraged ship- 
ment green, and it is difficult for packers to secure sufficient 
stock at prices they can afford to get into cans. This means a

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shortage in the canned output which will eventually lead to 
higher prices. Distribution has increased somewhat of late, and 
the old stock is held at higher values. Under these conditions 
buyers are wondering what will happen to them in the future. 

Asparagus —Not much change in the market is recorded. 
Holders are firm in their views, and there is a disposition to 
maintain prices at a higher range than formerly, though quota- 
ble prices have not been advanced. Old stock is pretty well 
cleaned up and the new pack will come upon a virtually bare 
market. 

Fruits.—The conditions are too uncertain to admit of much 
explicit information Opening prices already announced have 
not resulted in very important sales. Some buyers have taken 
hold, but they have taken only small lots, and these have been 
taken merely as experiments. One by one the large packers 
are announcing their prices. But buying has scarcely begun as 
yet, and most sales are chiefly in small lots. Holders are firm 


on old stock, which is generally pretty nearly cleaned up. The: 


disposition to pack better quality and in better cans this season 
will have a tendency to create a better situation in the market 
and cause holders to maintain better prices. The outlook is 
better than it has been for years. 

Berries.—Newly packed strawberries are offered by brok- 
ers at slightly lower values than was anticipated. The quality 
is beyond the shadow of a doubt the best that has ever been 
offered in this market. Prices promise to at least remain where 
they are, and probably active buying would make them firmer, 
or possibly higher. 

Salmon.—Opening prices on Columbia river fish, an- 
nounced by telegraph, were about toc. higher than was antici 
pated. Yet confirmation of orders placed subject to approval of 
price when made, have been generally put through’ The buy- 
ers have no fish and demand is moderately heavy. This influ- 
ences them to confirm these orders, even if prices are higher 
than was expected. They feel confident the question of sale 
will not trouble them. It probably means that red Alaska will 
be higher than was expected. It is impossible to buy any red 


Alaska now below $1 60, and sales at that figure ate small. 
The salmon situation causes a good deal of anxiety. A sale ap- 
proximating 15,000 cases was reported last week to go abroad, 
all red Alaska. To lose that quantity out of the pressent scant 
supplies meant a firmer market. The tendency on pinks is up- 
ward and 8oc. is asked in some instances. Sockeye is put off 
first hands, and second hads have but little left, and sales are 
upon a very restricted basis. The coming pack upon the Coast, 
from the Columbia river northward, is problematical. It looks 
as though it were going to be small. 

Sardines.—The market has advanced on small supplies, 
and a light pack to date. Practically nothing has been put up 
on the Maine coast as yet, and sales have been upon a very re- 
stricted basis. Under these circumstances, holders, who have 
almost no fish, have deemed it wise to advance their prices. 


What the future will bring forth does not appear. It looks 
much likely a poorly supplied market at high prices now.

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California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., June 11, 1910. 

A Fixed Price on Canned Goods.—Now that many pack- 
ers of California fruits and vegetables are putting out the tulk 
of their packs under their own brards and are lessening year by 
year the quantities packed to be sold under buyers brands, there 
is a greater amount of attention being paid to a fixed price sys- 
tem, and packers are commencing to look into the retail end of 
the canned goods business with more interest. Several packers 
are now disposing of certain of their brands with the under- 
standing that the goods are to be retailed at fixed prices, and 
plans are being made to still further carry out the idea of the 
fixed price by having this price printed on the label. It is re- 
markable to note the variance there is to be tound in the prices 
asked for the same brand of canned goods, notably fruits, by 
retailers. Some dealers charge 15c. for a can of fruit while 
others charge as high as 25c. for the identical article. This 
variance in price and the uniformly high prices that are charged 
by retailers is, no doubt, responsible in a large degree for the 
small consumption of cauned goods, as compared with what 
packers believe it should be. In one of the leading retail gro- 
cery stores in San Francisco the writer recently priced a can of 
fancy cling peaches and found that the retailer was making a 
profit of 80 percent., this calculation being based upon the 
highest wholesale price for this particular grade that has been 
in force during the past year. Canned goods are among the 
easiest handled articles sold in a grocery store, and require the 
least expense to deliver, as they 1¢quire no wrapping, as a rule, 


and the percentage of loss is light. On many articles a ten per 
cent profit is all that is expected by the grocer, and a twenty 
per cent profit on canned goods should be ample. A fixed price 
would render a stability to the canned goods business that would 
doubtless result in a much greater demand and would insure 
adequate profits for both packer and retailer. 

Fruit Prices Acceptable.—The new prices for California 
canned fruits have proved to be acceptable to the trade, and con- 
firmations of orders have been very heavy. Practically all of 
the packers have now named their rates on this season’s pack, 
and those who originally named higher prices than those put 
out by the California Fruit Canners’ Association are now meet- 
ing those rates with perhaps one or two exceptions. In gen- 
eral, the canned goods situation on the Coast is in a splendid 
shape. The low prices last season cleaned up all of the old pack 
and with correspondingly low rates this season orders for future 
delivery are heavier than expectations. That present prices in 
some lines may not be maintained for any length of time is an 
opinion that is held by manycanners. Apricots are a light crop 
in the districts mostly depended upon for canning fruit, and 
with the green and dried article in demand prices for canning 
stock will probably be higher as the season advances, and a 
lighter pack than anticipated is a probability. The same holds 
good in regard to pears, but this is more uncertain as the ship- 
ping demand has not materialized, as yet. These two varieties 
are most likely to show changes in prices in the near future. 

Cherries.—The packing of cherries is now well under way 
and is progressing under favorable conditions, cool weather now 
prevailing bringing the crop on gradually. Eastern shipments 
are lessening, and from now on the local markets and the can- 


- neries will be called upon to care for the balance of the output. 


Asparagus.—Asparagus canning is rapidly coming to an 
end, the quality of the grass being delivered to the canneries 
being in most cases below the standard set this season by pack-

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ers. Winds have been blowing in the growing districts, drying 
the ground, and in some fields cutting is at an end. 
Tomatoes.—Spot stocks of canned tomatoes are scarce, 
and none can be secured for less than 75c. An inquiry for a 
large lot for the Alaskan trade last week revealed the fact that 
first-class goods were very scarce, and to secure the goods de- 
sired 77%e. was paid. San Francisco merchauts have stepped 
into the Alaskan trade in splendid shape this season and have 
not only outfitted most of the cannery vessels that have sailed 
for the North, but have sent large cargoes to the Territory in 
vessels that have sailed from here on a regular schedule. This 
activity has resulted in taking from this market large stocks of 
the staples, such as canned tomatoes, corn and gallon fruits. 
Salmon Pack Doubtful.—The feature of the salmon can- 
ning season on the Coast this year will be the unrestricted opera- 
tions of all of the plants in an effort to put up a record pack. 
All of the salmon carrying vessels that left this port were loaded 
with tin and supplies to the full capacity of the various plants, 
and orders were given to put up all the fish possible. Notwith- 
standing all of these activities it is anticipated that the pack will 
be a million cases short of that made last year, from the reason 
that in British Columbia and in the Puget Sound district the 
pack must be very light. In Southeastern Alaska the plants 
where the bulk of the pink fish are put up will be operated to 
full capacity for the first time in several seasons, the market for 
this grade being in such a shape as to warrant operations on a 
large scale. At least three new canneries will be ready for busi- 
ness in Alaska this season, and plans are being made for several 
additional new ones next year. Spot stocks of Alaska reds are 
difficult to find on the Coast, and prices are largely nominal. 
Pink fish are going rapidly into consumption, and several large 
operators have disposed of both their last season’s carryover 
and last season’s pack. The salmon fleet that sailed from San 
Francisco has reached its destination without mishap, all of the 


vessels having been heard from except the bark George Curtis, 
which was late in leaving this port. 

News Notes.—The incorporators of the Winters Canning 
Cu., who recently formed a company at Suisun, Cal., are 
J. S. Harlan, H. G. Boyle and F. W. Wilson. 

Hunt Bros. Co. has commenced operations at Haywards, 
Cal., and, following out the custom of previous years, the main 
office has been removed from San Francisco to the cannery for 
the summer months. 

H. E. Black has just closed a deal which places him in pos- 
session of the Walden cannery at Geyserville. 

The Yuba City cannery of the California Fruit Canners’ 
Association will not be operated this season, notwithstanding 
the fact that an agreement had been reached in regard to the 
matter of sewage disposal. The capacity of the Marysville 
plant has been greatly increased, and all the fruit in that dis- 
trict will be handled at the latter plant. 

Lansing B. Warner, representing Canners’ Exchange, of 
Chicago, is visiting the canners of California, talking up the 
mutual insurance proposition which has been officially indorsed 
by the Canners’ League of California and many eastern or- 
ganizations. 

The cannery of Libby, McNeil & Libby at Sunnyvale is 
operating on cherries at the present time, and will ship apricots 
from the Sacramento Valley until the local crop is ready to 
harvest. Many tomato contracts have been signed, and this 
promises to be ahead of any in the past in regard to the size of 
the pack. Twenty new cottages have been erected to accommo- 
date their help, and many improvements made in the equipment 
of the cannery. 

The patrol boat Quinnat, built for the California Fish and 
Game Commissioners, and named for a species of salmon found 
in these waters, has been launched at San Francisco.

Misbranding of Canned Peas. 


(SHORT WEIGHT.) 

On or about July 31, 1907, the P. Hohenadel, Jr., Co., of 
Rochelle, Ill., shipped from the State of Illinois to the State of 
Indiana a consignment of a food product, each case being labeled 
‘Two Dozen two-pound cans Choice Standard Peas, Packed by 
the P. Hohenadel, Jr., Co., Rochelle, Ill.’’, Samples from this 
shipment were procured and analyzed by the Bureau of Chem- 
istry, United States Department of Agriculture, and as the find- 
ings of the analyst and report made indicated that the product 
was misbranded within the meaning of the Food and Drugs Act 
of June 30, 1906, the Secretary of Agriculture afforded the 
P. Hohenadel, Jr., Co., and the dealer from whom the samples 
were purchased, opportunities for hearings. As it appeared 
after hearings held that the said shipment was made in viola- 
tion of the act, the Secretary of Agriculture reported the facts 
to the Attorney General, with a statement of the evidence upon 
which to base a prosecution. In due course a criminal informa- 
tion was filed against the said P. Hohenadel, Jr., Co., in the 
District Court of the United States for the Northern District of 
Illinois, charging the above shipment and alleging that the pro- 


duct was misbranded, in that the cases were labeled ‘‘Two 
Dozen two-pound cans Choice Standard Peas,’’ which statement 
was false and misleading, in that each of the said cans of peas 
contained in the cases composing the shipment did not in fact 
weigh two pounds, but did in fact weigh less than two pounds. 


On November 9, 1909, the defendant entered a plea of 
guilty and the court imposed upon it a fine of one cent.

Adulteration of Sardines. 


On or about December 30, 1909, B. O. Bowers Company, 
Lubec, Me., shipped from the Sta'e of Maine to the State of 
Maryland 250 cases of sardines. Analysis of samples of this 
product made in the Bureau of Chemistry, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, showed it to be adulterated within the 
meaning of the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906. As it 
appeared from the findings of the analyst and report made that 
the shipment was liable to seizure under section 10 of the act, 
the Secretary of Agriculture reported the facts to the United 
States Attorney for the District of Maryland. In due course a 
libel was filed against the said 250 cases of sardines, charging 
adulteration of the product in that they contained tin, and pray- 
ing seizure, condemnation and forfeiture. No claimaut having 
appeared, on February 24, 1910, the case came on for final hear- 
ing and the court rendered its decree of condemnation and for- 
feiture in substance and form as follows:

Boosting the Tomato. 


This community (Milton, Del.) is so largely dependent 
upon the canning industry, particularly that part of it as relates 
to tomatoes, that the present peculiar conditions surrounding it 
are of especial interest. 

In Milton and within a radius of twelve miles are 17 tomato 
packing plants whose output last year was approximately five 
' per cent of the entire pack of the country. The past year was 
anything but conducive to encouragement or profit to the can- 
ners, and this fact, coupled with the material increase in the 
price of other farm products which has caused a number of 


farmers to abandon the growing of the fruit, will result in a 
general restriction of the pack this year. 


The growers, especially the tenant farmers, are warranted 
in this section when it is considered that a fair yield only gives 
him a gross return of $18 an acre, or netting him less than $8 
when a reasonable compensation is allowed him for picking and 
hauling the crop. Packing the fruit costs the canner anywhere 
from 65 to go cents per dozen, according to the grade, and for 
the past several months the market has been below the minimum 
cost, resulting in heavy losses to virtually all of them. 

Considering that 40 ounces of nutritious, healthful, palata- 
ble and pure food contained in a tomato tin has been and is sell- 
ing for two cents a pound causes the producers ‘to think, very 
rightfully, too, that this talk of ‘‘the high cost of living’’ is 
most inconsistent and that it is largely a matter of choice rather 
than compulsion. 

Damage almost irreparable has been done the industry by 
a lot of asinine space writers furnishing the press with libelous 
and lying statements regarding the impurity of canned goods in 
general. If one or more of these writers would visit one of 
Milton’s factories during the season, note the excellent sanitary 
features and view the choice fruit, taken from spotlessly clean 
tables and placed in tins by American women, most of whom 
are housewives, and publish facts it would, in a measure, undo 
some of the mischief they have done —MILTON (DEL ) Timgs.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


In line with our talk, recently, regarding sanitary condi- 


tions, let us call to mind the list of Pure Food Don’ts, which al- 
though possibly familiar to you, are, nevertheless pertinent at 
this time. 


The fact that no drastic action has ever been taken towards 


the cauning factories not in perfect sanitary condition has lead 
some into thinking nothing will be done. Don’t make this mis- 
take. We have repeatedly warned you what is liable to happen. 
It may be looked for this season. 


Moreover the Maryland canners must bear in mind that the 


Maryland Pure Food Law goes into force on July 1st, and they 
must be prepared for this, because we know that they will be 
one of the first lines of foods investigated. 


Those Don’ts, given as suggestions, will set you on the 


right track if vou take them rightly, as we hope you will. 


Don’t imagine if the Government takes a hand in your fac- 


tory because it is not clean, that you will get off with a fine of 
one cent, as the canner who marked his No. 2 cans ‘‘Two 
pounds’ did. If it takes a hand because of unsanitary cundi- 
tions, it will seize and destroy your goods, and fine you also. 
Goods that are put up under unfit conditions are unfit for food 
—for human consumption; they are classed as ‘‘filthy’’ under 
the law, and there is nothing else to do with them but destroy 
them. So failure to comply lays you open to seizure of your 
goods—their total loss anda fine to boot. Don’t get caught 
with an unclean, unfit factory.

not all ; but some worth remembering. 


Don’t—use rotten or decaying stuff for canning. 

Don’t—use fillers, sacharine or bleaches. 

Don’t—use colors, unless they are certified and their use is 
stated on the label; and never to conceal an in- 
feriority. 

Don’t—be alarmed about your label, all the Jaw asks is 
TRUTH. 

Don’t—use a fictitious name on the label. 

Don’t—label goods packed in water ‘‘in syrup.’’ 

Don’t—call Kiefer, ‘‘Bartlett’’ pears. 

Don’t—say ‘‘pork and beans’’ if there is no pork in them. 

Don’t—make ‘‘skin and core’ pulp—throw it on the fields 
as manure. 

Don’t—pack ‘‘skin and core’’ pulp in tomatoes, or Uncle 
Sam may seize them. 

Don’t—pack a can half full, and think it is a ‘‘second.’’ 
Its at best only a fourth. 

Don’t—use sacharine or corn starch in corn. 

Don’t—claim a higher degree of syrup than used. 

Don’t—run a jobber’s label on your goods unless it reads 
‘*packed for,’’ ‘‘distributed by’’ or ‘‘distributors.’’ 

Don’t—forget an inspector may drop in at any moment to 
see what kind of stuff is being cannea, and to ex- 
amine into the sanitary conditions. 

Don’t—forget that sanitary conditions count. 

Don’t—have stagnant pools of slop and water about the 
factory. 

Don’t—have heaps of refuse rotting at the door to polute 
the whole air of the neighborhood. 

Don’t—have the floors deep with spilled tomatoes, fruits, etc. 

Don't—pile tomato skins and cores on the floor, like gar- 
bage, before running through the pulper. 

Don’t—be content with having the floors, tables, machin- 
ery, etc., clean after working hours. It is during 
working hours that counts. 

Don’t—be satisfied with washing out everything after work 
—and have the factory sloppy and dirty during the 
work. 

Don’t—be afraid of plenty of air and light, and whitewash 
(at least) on walls and ceiling. 

Don’t—fail to have sanitary, clean closets, located away 
from the peeling shed or canning room. 

Don’t—fail to have wash troughs for the workers—and 
towels. 

Don’t—be afraid to make all use them. 

Don’t—employ hands suffering with tuberculosis—consump- 
tion. 

Don’t—allow anyone to work with running sores on the 
hands. 

Don’t—think the law is not being enforced. There are 
possibly 100 inspectors, scattered all over the Coun- 
try to catch you. 

Don’t—think because they have been lenient in the past, 
they will be so in the future. They won't. 
Don’t—think the law is oppressive; it is the best thing that 

ever happened for you and the business. 

Don’t—forget you are putting up food for human beings. 

And let us add one more piece of advice: thongh it may not be 
stated in the law—FILL YOUR CANS, or to continue the 
above form. 

Don’t pack ‘‘slack filled’’ goods.

We pack nothing but tomatoes and buy them by the basket, 
pay 12c. per 5g truck basket. Some canners in their section 
are paying 13c. and some 15c. The yield per acre is increasing, 
owing to better tillage and the use of larger quantities of manure 
and fertilizers. The yield is about 300 baskets to the acre; the 
acreage set will be somewhat less than last year but-it is too 
early to estimate the prospective yield. The labor situation is 
fair. One old cannery has dropped out and no new ones 
started up. T. H. CuAmsBers & Co. 


Mutual, Md., June roth, rgro. 

The low prices paid by the canners for tomatoes has caused 
the growers to pay less attention to this crop and only about a 
Y% of the usual acreage will be planted this year. For the same 
reason the yield will not be large and the crop prospects do not 
look favorable at present. We grow our own tomatoes but 
think there will be scarcely any pack this year.

Easton, Md., June 11th, 1gro. 

Three new factories will operate on corn in Talbot County 
this year, while one tomato factory has closed.

Food Inspection Decision 121. 


The Floating of Shellfish. 


(AMENDMENT fo F. I. D. r1o.) 

Considerable evidence has been submitted to the Depart- 
ment since the issuance of Food Inspection Decision 110 on the 
practice of floating or drinking oysters in water of less saline 
content than that in which they were grown to maturity. 

Full consideration has been given to all the hearings and to 
the briefs and other information submitted subsequent to the 
hearings, and the Board is of the opinion that it is not improper 
to drink oysters in water of a saline content equal to that in 
which oysters will grow to maturity. If, however, oysters are 
floated in water of a less saline content than that in which oys- 
ters will properly mature, the packages containing such oysters 
must be very clearly and legibly labeled ‘‘Floated Oysters,’ 
otherwise they will be considered adulterated under section 7 
of the law. 

Particular attention should be paid by the growers and 
handlers of oysters to the character of the water in which the 
oysters are brought to maturity or floated. Where such waters 
are polluted it will invariably follow that the oysters will also

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A Few Thumb Nail Reminders For The Busy Canner. 


Have you made arrangements for your can supply for the 
season so as not to be caught without them, nor find yourself 
short before another car can be received and placed in the ware- 
house? 


Have you ordered your labels, and if so have you been par- 
ticular to see that they are worded so as not to conflict with the 
Pure Food Law, either State or National? 


Have you arranged for you boxes? If not it would be well 
to look into the matter now. Both the wholesaler and the re- 
tailer are anxious to have their canned goods arrive in good con- 
dition, and it would be well to secure as good a package as pos- 
sible. Be sure they are stenciled ‘‘Number’’ and not ‘‘Lbs.’’, 
because the goods are liable to seizure if marked in the latter 
style. 


Have you a good stock on hand of the small supplies neces- 
sary around a cannery, such as soldering flux, nails, belting, 
lacing, brooms, peeling knives, buckets, crates, machine oil, 
peeler’s checks, time cards, etc? 


Is the boiler and engine in ruaning condition? Are the 
tubes on the former O. K., and is the lubricator on the engine 
in proper shape? 


Have you had the machinery gone over to make sure it is 
in proper working condition and does not need any repairs? 


Is the shafting and pulleys set ‘‘true’’ and the bearings 
working smoothly? Does the belting fit, and work without 
slipping and running off the pulley every once in a while? 


‘Is the thermometer, the ‘‘inlet’’ and ‘‘blow off’’ valves on 
the retorts in good condition, and are you sure you get a good 
circulation of steam? This a very important point, and if you 
are not positively sure your retorts are properly equipped, have 
some one go over them for you, who is thoroughly posted. 


How are the wagon scales? Are you sure they are accu- 
rate? It is possible for them to get out of order, and it can do 
no harm to know that they weigh, not too much nor too little. 


Do the grounds around the factory look clean and tidy, and 
does the rain drain off properly? Are the roads and approaches 
to the receiving sheds in condition to stand the hauling ? Ordin- 
ary ashes make a good drive and help very much where the dirt 
is soft. 


How is the interior of the factory? Have you had it cleaned 
up and made to look as neat and tidy as possible? 


Have you arranged proper toilet and wash room accommo- 
dations for male and female help ? 


Have you cleaned up and disposed of any swells, bad rusties 
and anv other refuse about the factory, so that visitors will 
know, from general appearances, that ‘‘quality’’ goods are put 
up in your factory ? 


Have you arranged to adopt the slogan ‘‘Visitors Wel- 
come,’’ and then made sure that they will go away bearing only 
good impressions of how canned goods are packed? 


How are the office supplies? Have you sufficient pay en- 
velopes, receipts, ink, pens, pencils, rubber stamps, etc? 


Have you looked into a system for keeping a record of the 
raw material received, and what becomes of it? 


Have you made up your mind to endeavor to instill into 
your employes the feeling that they should consume and advo- 
cate the consumption of your own canned products, and to ap- 
preciate their goodness and purity? 


Are your local grocers, both wholesale and retail, fully 
alive to the benefits of canned goods, and do they. really know 
canned goods are packed? 


Have you a strong conviction that the canned goods busi- 
ness—when conducted in a clean, business-like manner—is a 
noble, upright calling and one which no self-respecting gentle- 
man may need feel ashamed of conducting? 


Have you fully resolved that ‘‘In Union There is Strength,’’ 
and are you therefore assisting your Association to the best of your 
ability? Do you realize, too, that ‘‘Many Hands Make Light 
Work,’’ and that if everyone; (you, I and the other fellow) 
each do a little toward overcoming some of the difficulties that 
may retard the consumption and hurt the general good opinion 
of canned goods, that they will soon be fully appreciated, as 
they should ?

New Firms, Failures, Fires, Personals and News 
of Interest. 


The Indiana Canners’ Association passed a resolution at its 
meeting in Indianapolis on the 26th of May, declaring its mem- 
bers to be in favor of pure food and opposed to the use of any 
preservatives, coloring matter, foreign fillers, unsanitary meth- 
ods in the factory and the use of any material or mode of pack- 
ing that tends to reduce the high quality uf canned goods. 


New Bridge, Baker Co., Oreg.—The Eagle Valley Cannery 
Co. has been incorporated. Capital stock $15,000. Those men- 
tioned are Matt Welter, Willard Jasper and San Q. Saunders. 


Mt. Morris, N. Y.—The Winters & Prophet Canning Co. 
has opened its factory for the season. Forty acres of spinach 
have been planted. 


Ogden, Utah.—W. J. Critchlow has entered suit against 
the McGriff Orchard & Canning Co. for $6,250, which he claims 
to be due him on account of commissions for the sale of the 
stock of the company. 


The report of the British Columbia Packers’ Association as 
of May 26, shows salmon consigned and on hand to be valued 
at $102,078. 


If oysters are floated in water that is of less saline content 
than that in which they naturally grow, the Board of Pure Food 
and Drug Inspection says they must be labeled ‘‘Floated Oys- 
ters,’’ or they will be considered adulterated. 


The salmon canning factory of the Sanborn-Cutting Pack- 
ing Co. on the Columbia River is said to have been installed 
with machinery that will enable it to pack 2,000 cases of salmon 
in less time and at a less cost than has heretofore been possible 
to handle 800 cases. No description of the plant has been made 
public as yet, but sanitary cams have been experimented with 
lately, and it is more than likely it is the use of this can, with 
slightly different machinery, that enables the factory owners to 
make the big saving. 


New Castle, Ind.—Burt Alspaugh has purchased the Pick- 
ering canning factory, and will make some improvements. 


Charleston, Ark.—The Charleston Commercial Club have 
appointed a committee of five to investigate and endeavor to 
secure a canning factory for Charleston. It is proposed to use 
the barn of the Farmers’ Union here for the purpose. 


The statement of a Dr. Tanner of London, Eng., that 
‘‘Canned foods were greatly increasing appendicitis,’’ has been 
tabooed by doctors on this side of the Atlantic. He is reported 
as a man who ‘‘evidently knows nothing of appendicitis and 
very little of chemistry,’’ and his statement a ‘‘library dream.’”’ 


West Salem, Wis.—The West Salem Canning Co. has been 
incorporated, with a capital stock of $20,000. A. E. Hansen, 
Iver J. Terp and J. C. Fogarty are mentioned as being interested. 


Barron, Wis.—The canning factory here, a branch of the 
Waukesha Canning Co. of Waukesha, Wis., will be operated 
this season but only to half its capacity. About 600 acres of 
peas will be planted; this is also half the usual acreage. 


Denver, Colo.—The C. H. Green Canning Co. has been in- 
corporated, with C. H. Green, S. A. Wilcoxson and N. C. 
Hughes as incorporators, The capital stock is given as 
$150,000. 


Jersey City, N. J.—The Import Packing Co has been in- 
corporated with a capital stock of $50,000. The incorporators 
are Augustus A. Ehler, New Rochelle, N. Y.; John R. Brad- 
lee, Montclair, N. J., and John T. Staff, Terre Haute, Ind. 


The Southern Can Co. of Baltimore, is‘arranging to make 
a large addition to their can plant, and when these improve- 
ments are finished the factory will be one of the best in the 
country. ‘‘You can’t keep a good advertiser down.’’ 


Should the Courts, in their efforts to uphold the Pure Food 
Law, force a manufacturer to tell in public his formulae for 
packing, for the benefit of his competitors? 


Eastport packers of sardines say it is impossible to comply 
with a law demanding the exact weight of contents to be 
stamped on the cans. F. P. McCall of Eastport, Me., and oth- 
ers have demanded a hearing at Washington against such a bill, 
presented by Representative Moore of Philadelphia. 


Baton Rouge, La.—The Baton Rouge Canning factory has 
been turned over to Himes & Atkinson, a local concern, to be 
operated as a cannery and creamery. The factory will be con- 
ducted as a creamery most of the year, but as a cannery in the 
fall, says the report. 


A canning factory is being built at Nassau, Del., by a com- 
pany whose headquarters are at Aberdeen, Md. The same 
company will erect one at Greenwood, according to report. 


Maryland packers are shipping new pack peas into the 
West, which means that the pea crop in other sections, especi- 
ally the South, is short.
